He can we read the Happy Story of 
the Revolution in Napies without this 
géneralObfervation—TheW orld feems 
tyr'd of the French Yoke 5 the general Revolt 
of the City of Naples, feems to havea great 
many things in it Parallel to our Revoluti- 
on here the People were Bullied, Tyran- 
nis'd over, Pilled and Polled, French Info- 
lence..had driven them to all Extremities, 
‘and as foon as an J/mperial Army did bat 
march towards them, that they had a fafe 
handle to take hold of, like one Man they 
Jay hold-of Viétory and Deliverance, 200000 
‘People they tell us run out of the City of 
“Naples to meet the Imperial Army. 

Liberty is the Darling of HumaneNature, 
People may indeed be Debauch’d into. the 
Snares and Bordage.of Tyrannical Govern- 
‘ment, and thofe Arts may exercife ‘a force 
upon Nations for atime, but the End is ge- 


nerally the fame, the People atways new 
the Face of the Oppréffor,-and the YuWe 
of Tyranny is but tranfient and variable. 

Oppreffion may indeed taft‘for a Seafon, 
and the Enemies‘of Peace may Infult for ‘a 
while, but Liberty always finds Time and 
Infiruments fome time or other to redcom- 
mend her. felf to‘the World, and no Nati- 
on in the. World, bowever Bigotted, how- 
ever Sold under the Bondage of their owa 
Cuftoms, but: firft or lat have taken Arwis- 
for Liberty, Dethron’d their soft facred 
Tyrants, gad laid the Foot of Lawupéa 
the Neck of Bower. 

One of the-great Teftimonies of the Di- 
vine Authority of the Scripture is, that it 
commands, and encourages to everything 
that is m it felf Good, aadthat tends ro the. 
general good of the Wortd, whether con- 
fider’d as Nations or Men, as well of things 

Moral, 
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Moral, as things adequated and fulted to 

umane Nature, and the Felicities of Lifes 
fo ic is a moft unanfwerable Teftimony of 
the Juftice of the prefent War, and the 
honeft Defigns of the prefent Confederacy, 
viz. That all their Aim, af) their End, aii 
the Methods they purfue in their Conqu, fs, 
is the good of Nations, the Liberty, Peace, 
and Profperity of People, Liberating and 
Delivering the feveral Kingdoms and Coua- 
tries they Conquer, from the Oppreffions 
of the Cruel, and the Bonds of the Perfe- 
cutor— And as this in general fs their Pra- 
ice, it is Evidenc'd by the eager delires, 
with which the ney of almoft al) che 
Nations they gecover, how to embrace them 
as Deliverers, and Reftorers of them and 
their Pofteriry. 

Let any one but look Impartially upon 
the different times, wien the feveral Na- 
tions feiz’d upon, by the Ambition and En- 
croachments of France, were fir Subjeéted 
to that Ufurpation,and compare them with 
the Times when they have receiv’d their Re- 
leafe, ang leg them but obferve che diffe- 
fent Countenances of the refpettive Nati- 
ons— We read of no joyful Acclamations, 
no fine Speeches of the Burgtaves,no Solemn 
Proceffions of the Clergy, or Formalities of 
the barghers,to meec and Congratujate the 
French Generals, when they took Poffefion 
of the Low Countries ; no publick Applica- 
tion of the Nobility of the Dutchy of Mil- 
}ain'to Prince Vaudemont, to continue in the 
Incereft of Fhilip V. The City of Naples 
made no Publick Rejaycings at the recepti- 
oy of the Frenth Vice-Roy3 all we find in 
thofe Cafes is the fham-Joy, asd Pageant- 
like-appearance of the State, juft as far as 
is dige@ed by the Hand of Authoriry, and 
which the People cannot avoid, a fort of a 
Mock mirth, ora fhow of Joy, rather than 
a real Rejoycing ~ AN yau find in thofe 
times, which has its real Rife or Beginning 
in the People of the refpective Countries, is 
Remonftrances of inability to pay Taxes,Pe- 
titions againft Oppreffians, and Complaints 
ef intoeraple Burthens. 

But when after the Battle of Remedies, 
Vi@orious Mariborough appear’d on the 
Frontiers of Flanders in a condition ta pro- 
ce& them 3 how did all the Citiesrun with 


their Keys! How did they embrace their De- 
liverer $ what Procefiions, Acclamations, 
what Declarations of Burghers, tne Spee- 
ches, Voluntary Subniiffions, Compliments, 
and Careffes did every Day produce fromthe 
Cities ? How did they run before they were 
fent to, and come before they were cail’d; 
what liunoars did they every where prep:re 
for their D=liverer, and how were alj the 
Generals, and even the whole Army well- 
com’d and embrac’d, on the oth-r hand,with 
what Concempt did they ditn ils che French 
Troops, how rejsyce in their overthrow, 
and help on their Defruétion en all occati- 
(n 33 to fay they would alway fubmic to the 
Conqceror, ‘ves not anfwer the Cafe, [am 
fot denying, that for fucn @pen Cities 
as Bruffels, Bruges, Ghent, Mates, Lovain, 
Se. muft doto ; buclam nuting tne diffe- 
rence of theic Behaviour, how one is the 
effeét of their Circumftances which they 
cannot help, this their meer choice and the 
Produ of their Wills, en a neceffity they 
fubmit to Ute ather, a Profpetiey they re- 
joyce in. 

With what eagernefs did the Dutchy of 
Millain part with the French Garrifons,how 
ie did they open their Gates, to the 

rft Troops that were Detach’d from the 
German Army, after the Battle at Juries 
aed how chearfully block up the Citadel 
where the French had a Garrifon, tho*at 
ue haa rd of-the Deftcudion of their whole 
ity ? 

And juft thos now we find itin Naples, 
they have indeed fubmitted to the Yoke of 
French Power, aud in the Circumftances 
things were in at firft they could do no o- 
ther, it could not be expe&ed 3 and how- 
have they done ic, curb’d by French Garri- 
fons, ardaw’d by Soldiers, they have been 
oblig’d to lye down under a Superiority of 
Power, fubmitied to che neceffity of their 
Affairs, but as to cheir Inclinations, they 
appear’d at all times to be for Liberty, and 
the enjoyment of their Trade, Privileges, 
and Antient Profperity, and therefore as 
foon as ever they fee a Power able to prote& 
them, they immediately diicover what was 
always before in their Power, and the whole 
City runs out to meet, congratulate, and 
entertain their Detiverers. 
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Aadthus I make no doubt it would have 
xeen in Spain, had not the Power of France, 
and the no extraoadicary Policy of the Con- 
federates Meafures there, unhappily more 
than once forc’d them to quit the Proteticn 
of thofe, that moft early appear’d tor them. 

But {till my Obfervacion jis jufts th Ci- 
ties of Barcelowa, Sarragofft, ana Vulentia, 
with what different ) y did they receive the 
Army of King CrzJes, and the now Con- 
quexors Duke of Berwich and Orle mms, when 


“the Eerl ot Peterborough enter’d Valexsia, 


the whole City came out to Corgratalate 
them, the Magiftrates ina Body makea Pree 
fent vf 50900 Piftules, and raile a Regi- 
ment of Horfe far his Service at Sarragoff2 ; 
what Acclamations, what Pageants didthey 
Se: what Gaiety did the whole City put 
on : 

View both thefe Cicies at their being re- 
cover'd from King Charles, the one is Fin’d 
aad Pays a great Sum to commute for. De- 
firuétion, mvft have its Walls demolifh'd, 
and a Citadel built to Subje& it to the 
Power it now falls under 3 and asto Sarra- 
got they are difacm’d and ps’d with Ri- 
gour, excefive Sums rais’d on them, and 
their Burghers Executed for concealing 
their Arms 3 the Reafon is plain, one is 
a.=Government over their Bodies, the 
other a Government intheir Hearts; King 
Philip isthe King of their Forc’d Subje@tion, 
King Charles the King of their Voluntary 
Submiffion ; this Rul-s their Hands, that 
Rules in their Affettions—- And why Is all 
this, but becanfe one Rules Power and 
crufhes their Nation with his weight 5 the 
other brings Liberty and Law, reftores 
Right and Jufiice to its old Channels, and 
fets the Conftitution upon its own proper 
Foundation,and thus it is in the whole State 
of the prefent War. vies 

And from hence it is that I fay, the whole 
World at this time feems weary of the 
French Yoke, and J need aot except here 
the very Subjetts of the French Government 
itfelf, who,. tho’ indeed by, the prefent ac- 
curate Management of the French King,they 


have been broughe perfeétly to fuccumb un-’ 


der their Mifery, and feem to make it natural 
to them, yet as they have never yet hada 


_ Deliverance in view, they have not had op- 


portunity: to confoit Flefh_and Blood, nog 
toexercife the Light of Nature, and put 
the heJping Hand to theic own Deliverance $ 
but when the Chain is once knock’d off, and 
the People fet at Liberty to A&t, I make no 
doubt but Reafon will return to its Exercife, 
and Nature will certainly diélate to them 
as it has done to all the World, that People 
were not made to be-the Slaves of Arbitra> 
ry Tyrantsand Government, which wasore — 
dain’d of GOD,. wasnot Inflituted to Op; . 
prefs, Deftroy, and Subje@ Mankind, bug 
to eftablith Juftice, prote@& Property, -pre- 
Terve Libercy, and make People Happy. 

Nor is it to be doubted; but)‘when the 
People of France thall (cé this; and~a way 
open todefend it, they will hot be fo unlike 
all the reft of Humane kind, as not to acs 
cept of Liberty and improve it— What we 
have feen among the poor.Camifars, and the 
Refugees of the Cevennos, isa Demonftra- 
tion of what may be expeaed. 

Bat.I am ask’d a queftion here, which I 
confefs is fmething nice. - 

We are very glad to bear. of thie, Succefe 
in \aly and Provence But thefe are 
all Papifts, and shis is butpulling down 
one Tyrant, by another, Pulling down 
the -Houfe of Baurbonne to fet up tbe 
Houfe of Auftria, -wbo, if be ould 
‘be made as Great as-once it was, reould 
‘be as dangerous to Europe, and to.Lt- 
berty, and to the Proteftant Religion 
as the others what is all.tbis to us ?. 

Tho” perhaps my Anfwer.to this may be 
fonger hereafter, yet I fhall fay this to ig: 
now; “tistrue, thefe.are Papifts againft Pa- 
pifts- But asi haveoften noted, thisis 
a War ot Liberty, nota War of Religion,the 
Princes of Europe ave Confederated for Rull- 
ing down a Univerfal Tyrant, for Papifts 
Love Tyranny no more than Proteftants. ._ 

Asto making the Houfe of Auftria too 
great, I'am for reeommending that to the 
King of Sweden— But our prefent Bufinels 
is to pul down Tyranny, to pulldowa not 
the Man but the Tyrant, not che King of 
France, as King Lewis X1V- but the King of 
France, as the general Oppreflor of Euc. 
ropes if he is once reduc’d, if the Emperor, 
or any Emperor or King, nay, tho’ he wer, 
a Proteftant, proves likewife too great iP 
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his Neighbour, Oppreffes, Invades, and 
Encroaches upon other Peoples Right, we 
will at any time join with this very King of 
France to pull down him. 

Whenever Europe engages ina general 
War of Religion, a Time which muit be fo 
very bloody, that f cannot fay we ought to 
with for it 3 but when thattime comes, the 
Cafe will be alter’d very much, ‘but as it Is 
we are now Fighting for £urcpes Liberty, 
to reduce Power to a Ballance, and reftore 
Péace toa due and well guarded Security. 

Nor can [ queftion, but Peace and Liber- 
ty is ingeneral the Caufeof Religion, for 
fhe Proteftant keligion never got any 
Ground by Fyranny and Opprefiion, ic has 
been cruth’d by Vyrants, and pali’d down 
by encrOaching Power, bat like the firft 
Planting of the Chriltian Religion in the 
World, ithas always forc’d its way in the 
World by the Power of its Dottrine, and 
the Invilible Influence of the Vi&orions Spi- 
Fit of GOD 3 when therefore we are Figh- 
ting for Liberty, we are Fighting for the Pro- 
tefhane Religion— Give but Enrave Liberty, 
add the People under every Government 
their full Freedom; Freedom to be Inftru@ed, 
Liberty to chofe for themfelves, aad I am for 
venturing the Proteftant Religion anon the 
Foundation of ifs own prevailing Influence; 
the Power of Truth wit? and it must pre- 
Vall, and the Minds of Men will in the 
time Heaven [hall dired, be enlightned and 
inform’d— There is notching wanting to 
pores and enlarge the Gofpel of Truth, 

t Liberty to the People to be Infiruéted. 

The Sword, Vitory ,Conqueft and War, 
fever that J know of did rhe Proteftant Re- 
ligion any good, nor has it been ever us’d 
tn ics behalf, ocherwife than co reftore the 
Liberty which was firft violaced and ‘in- 
trench’d upon by the fame unlawful oftrus 
tnent; Peace’is the great Friend to the Pro- 
teRant Religion, and Liberty isher pot: 
get Sifter “FPhey are allof a Family, 
all in an incereft; Peace and Liberty 
fupporte and propogate vhe Proteflane Re- 
figioo, and Religion again adorns and 
Keaucifies them ;and thefe are the Sanétions 
of the prefeat War, and which abundantl 
juftify it to all.che World. .
